Average American Would Let Coun­ 


try Alone— Educated Want Place 


in Government.

Vera Cru z, May 8.— Let 
Mex ico 
alone. 
T hat’s the thou ght that im­ 
p resses itself u p on ev ery American— 
that is, ev ery American who doesn’t 
u wn a mine or a concession — who 
knows any thing ab ou t the situ ation 
here. 
Here’s the smile that 
shows 
the 
feeling: 
A lot of old folks, lather, 
mother and grandp arents, are w at­ 
ching a b ab y walk. 
The b ab y tails 
and b u mp its head; again it tu mb les 
and almost ev ery stroll the b ab y t a ­ 
kes winds u p in some disaster. 
Bu t 
wliat nonsense it wou ld b e if the p a r­ 
ents and grandp arents finally decid­ 
ed that the b ab y mu st not he p erm itt­ 
ed to walk. 
It wou ld b e the height 
of folly as well as cru elty to the 
child to s a y : 
‘Ev ery time b ab y tries to learn to 
walk it hu rts itself. 
Therefore, we’ll 
p u sh him arou nd in his carriage and 
we won't p ermit him to try to walk. 
It wou ld b e less cru el to kill the b ab y 
ou tright than to treat it in this fash­ 
ion. 
Mex ico is a baby among nations. 
American 
interv ention 
wou ld 
b e 
strap p ing Mex ico into a go-cart. 
Mex ico has a tremendou s distance 
to go to reaehmanhood among nations 
The distance is so 
great—centu ries 
ong— that it makes y ou tired to con- 
rider it. 
Bu t it’s a jou rney 
that, 
many of the greatest nations of the 
earth hav e not y et comp leted, afteiv 
•cntu rics of stru ggle. 
All the p rob - 
ems that these elder nations hav e 
solv ed and are solv ing for themselv es, 
Mex ico mu st solv e for herself. 
If we 
narrow the 
comp arisons 
low n to measu ring Mex ico with the 
niteri States we discov er that Mex ­ 
ico has not y et ev en started to solv e 
ler Indian p rob lem. 
Her wild west 
day s, her Cu ster's last fight 
and 
harges, her m assacres, her Indian 
reserv ations, all are b efore her and 
lav en't ev en b een 
tou ched. 
There 
ire v ast territories in Mex ico where 
Mex ican doesn’t dare to v entu re 
for fear of the Indians. 
Of Mex ico’s p op u lations of l(i,000- 
000, almost 
8,000,000 are Indians. 
When we look hack in the United 
States at ou r Indian day s and con- 
ider that Mex ico’s can’t ev en b egin 
to take u p the Indian p rob lems u n­ 
til it has solv ed the p rob lem of how 
to take care of its own gov ernment 
in the semi-civ ilized eap ital of Mcx i- 
o City , we b egin to see something of 
the long road that Mex ico faces. 
In 
the northwest of Mex ico, ju st u s the 
northwest of the United States in the 
old day s the stu ridest of the Indians 
reside, the Yaq u is. In their own way 
they are a nob le race. 
Here’s a p ic­ 
tu re of one 
thing that 
hap p ened 
imong them. 
A fter M adero’s v ictory , Gen B. F. 
Viljoen, the former Boer general, who 
aided Madero. was sent to p ersu ade 
the Yaq u is to p eace. 
He went 
to 
them in the mou ntains, with the wise 
gov ernor of the state, and an inter­ 
p reter. 
They receiv ed him in the 
amp tire circle and p assed rou nd the 
p ip e of p eace, ju st as the Siou x Ind­ 
ians u sed to do. 
\ iiljoen made 
a 
}>oeoh, say ing that Madero lov ed the 
Indians. 
Then the gov ernor of the 
Mate made a sjieeoh. 
Then the two 
civ ilized men seated themselv es on 
the grou nd and awaited an 
answer. 
For two long hou rs not a word was 
sp oken. 
The 
grizzled old 
Yaq u is 
chief sat as silent as a Sp hinx » . 
The 
Indians sat like stone images. 
The 
civ ilized men figetcd arou nd and fin­ 
ally Vilieon got u p and 
made 
an­ 
other sp eech, an 
hou r 
long. 
Then 
the gov ernor o f the state sp oke again 
with more kindness than lie fore 
The 
twro men waited another two hou rs 
of silence. 
The chief did not sp eak; 
the Indians only p u lled at their p ip es. 


Viijeon and the gov ernor tried one 
more sp eech each. 
Fou rteen hou rs 
had p a sse d ; the morning su n 
was 
high in the sky ; the two civ ilized men 
not as stoical as the Indians, were 
nearly wrenched. And finally the old 
chief sp oke 
these 
words. 
“W hat 
ab ou t ou r stolen lands ? 
You hav en’t 
said a word of them. 
Go, and come 
b ack only when y ou can giv e u s b ack 
ou r lands.” 
The two civ ilized men 
w ere glad enou gh to get away aliv e. 
The Indian p rob lem is only one of 
the thou sands of p rob lems that await 
solu tion of Bab y Mex ico— wiien it 
grows u p . 
Another p rob lem is how' 
to get a middle-class of p eop le, a 
b ackb one for the 
gov ernment. 
A 
Mex ican y ou th who has gone to col­ 
lege immediately insists on a p lace 
in the gov ernment, 
lie won’t b e a 
tradesm an or a m erchant; white col­ 
lars and cu ffs, all the rest of his life, 
for him, with lots of homage 
and 
little work. 
The only p lace he can 
find these things is in the gov ernment 
emp loy . 
To ev ery “edu cated” Mex i­ 
can the gov ernment ap p ears to b e 
only an institu tion in which he can 
find a b erth. T hat’s how rev olu tions 
start. 
In the United States there are mil­ 
lions of homes of hap p y contented 
folks, the b ackb one of the 
nation, 
who nev er worry ab ou t the gov ern­ 
ment u nless they see it going too fa r 
wrong; they settle that in ab ou t a 
dozen hou rs on the nex t election day 
and then go b ack to their du ties, of 
raising good children and m aintain­ 
ing contented 
homes. 
Mex ico 
still 
has to find a p lace in her social scale 
for su ch a class as this. 
In Mex ico 
y ou are either an 
“aristocrat” or 
y ou ’re an ignorant Indian. 
Le! Mex ­ 
ico alone is good adv ice. 
It’s not 
only a b ab y nation learning to walk 
b u t it also strangely 
resemb les a 
b omb loaded with a lot of p rob lems 
that 
Uncle Sam 
doesn’t want 
to 
tou ch.

Washington, May 8 .—That school 
children who are taught in fresh air 
class rooms advance more rapidly 
in their studies and make greater im­ 
provement in 
weight and 
strength 
than children in regular class rooms, 
is a 
conclusion 
demonstrated by 
Frank 11. Mann, of New York, before 
the Sociological Section of the N at­ 
ional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis this a f­ 
ternoon. 
The speaker reported on a 
Series of ex periments and the Board 
of Education in which three groups 
of children were stuided to note the 
effect of fresh air upon them. In one 
group, the children were placed in 
fresh air classes and were fed during 
school hours with milk and crackers 
morning and afternoon; in the second 
group, the children were placed in 
fresh air classes but were not fed and 
the third group, the children were 
left in the ordinary class room under 
regular conditions. Every ctfort was 
made to eliminate o equalize in the 
comparison such variable factors as 
age, home conditions, phy sicial con­ 
ditions, nativity , etc. The two groups 
of children in the fresh air classes 
were all undernourished and anaemic 
at admission. 
The results of this ex periment ex ­ 
tending 
from 
September to 
June, 
showed that all of the poorly nouri­ 
shed and aneamic children in the 
fresh air classes gained in weight, red 
corpuscles in the blood, general nu­ 
trition, and phy sical tone. The gains 
were made for the most part inde­ 
pendently of the home 
environment 
and of the 
financial 
conditions of 
the children's family , suggesting that 
the association between poverty and
